At Clarke, faculty also undergo a mid- 
course review after three years of teach- 
ing. This informs them about what they 
are doing well and what they need to

work on in order to receive tenure. 

The process goes as follows: the fac- 
ulty member is given three dates on 
which they will be evaluated by their 
colleagues. They also get to choose 
three other faculty members who they 
would like to have evaluate them. Out of 
those three names, the Faculty Personnel 
Board chooses one. The faculty mem- 
ber can also ask for letters of support 
from students and other faculty mem- 
bers. 4 
The faculty members are also required 
to put together a portfolio which docu- 


ments their teaching, scholarship and 
service. This portfolio should also 
include a current curriculum vitae 
(resume); copies of community and on 
campus activities; a narrative of self- 
assessment (goals), how students needs 
are met, and the department's needs are 
met; a sampling of course materials (syl- 
labi, tests, projects); and peer evaluation- 
submitted by other faculty members. 
The faculty members who submit the 
evaluations are selected by the Faculty 
Personnel Board, as well as the faculty 
member being evaluated. These selected 
few occasionally sit in and evaluate the 
said professor in the classroom. . 

Student evaluations also play a very =~ 
critical role in the tenure process" said 
Margaret. “I don't think the students 
realize just how important their com- 
ments on the teacher evaluation sheets 
are,” she noted. 

The review process requires a great 
deal of work, and has to go through 
many stations. The portfolio is first 
reviewed by the Faculty Personnel 
Board, who then recommends to the aca- 
demic dean (Sister Margaret), its deci- 
sion. After reviewing the material, the 


-academic dean makes her recommenda- 


tion based on the recommendation of the 


Faculty Personnel Board and review of 
the portfolio The process is now in the 
hands of the president (Sister Catherine 
Dunn, BVM), who reviews all of the let- 
ters and materials and makes a recom- 
mendation for tenure to the Board of 
Trustees, the governing body of the col- 
lege. The Board of Trustees, in turn, 
grants tenure. 

If granted tenure, the faculty member 
has to maintain a public approval of his 
or her work and commitment. The 
administrators and Board of Trustees are 
now agreed that the faculty member is 
appointed to a full-time teaching posi- 
tion until retirement. Circumstances can 
change this status: such as financial exi- 
gency, or program revision. The faculty 
member must therefore continue to per- 
form well in teaching and continue pro- 
fessional growth and perseverance in 
their study. Failure to do so can result in 
the termination of the faculty member's 
academic appointment. 

Ifa faculty member is denied tenure, 
he or she can appeal. The appeal 
process cannot change the decision, but 
can challenge the procedure. The 
administration and the Faculty Personnel 
Board cannot discuss the tenure decision 
with the public because of privacy.
